ing that payments nad been suspended 
Tho bank, which had a cap:‘ta of £1,- 
000,000 and deposita unofficially esti- 
mated at possibly from £2,000,000 to. 
£3,000,000, gave no immediate ex 

planation for its atep. 

Suspension of payments, it is be- 
Neved, will not have any effect other 
than sentimental on the stock ex- 
change, ow'ng to the comparative 
smaliness of the bank. The anouncy- 
ment caused little eurprise among 
financiers, since it had been rumored 
something of the kind mirht occur, 


Tae bank was founded in 1904 and & 


was the outgrowth of & crusade by 
its founder, Thomas Farrows, against 
money ‘enders, and their alleged 
usurious practices, Farrows had es 
tablished @ national reputation by 
his war against urury and finally 
established the bank wh'ch it was 
intended siou'd compete with usurers 
on their own ground and lend money 
to the people on equitable terms. He 
was warmly supported by numerous 
Prominent persons. '

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Inviting The Public To 
Resume ‘‘Luxury’’ Buying. 


The Minister of Finance says 
his luxury tax succeeded so well 
that he has been forced to abolish 
it. One of the purposes was to 
discourage people from buying 
what the ‘Minister scheduled as 
luxuries. The purpose was 
achieved to the point of embar- 
rassment, The public stopped buy- 
ing everything.on the list, so 
promptly and stuck to it so per- 
sistently that a good many fac- 
tories have had to shut down and 
the Government was invited to 
provide work for the employecs 
thus thrown out of jobs. The con- 
sumers, the Minister suspects, 
came to the conclusion that the 
tax was bound to be lifted some 
time, and decided that they could 
wait until it happened. They 
waited so unanimously that the 
lifting had to be done by order in 
council instead of being left to 
parliamentary action, 

The hope is that, with the tax 
removed, the buying public will 
back-slide from thrift once more, 
and start buying the forbidden 
luxuries 80 heavily as to use up the 
reserves, start the factories again 
and thus provide a solution for 
that item on the unemployment 
program, The Minister expects 
that there will be an immediate 
rush for these goods for Christ- 
nas presents; which seems pos- 
sible if the sudden demand does 
not jump the price again. 

If it works out that way the 
net result of the tax will have been 
to temporarily dislocate business 
without accomplishing any per- 
inanent good, psychological or 
other. If it was bad for the 
country that people six months 
ago were buying fifteen dollar 
boots, so bad that they had to be 
taxed until they stopped, just 
how or in what way will it be for 
the country’s good if they now 
plunge into that form of luxury 
again? And if buying the sched- 
uled list of luxuriés then was cor- 
rupting our national sense of val- 
ues and educating us to extrava- 
gance, is the Minister not doing 
precisely the same thing now when 
he invites the public to resume 
buying these things? 

Meantime the men and women 
engaged,in making these luxuries 
have been thrown out of employ- 
ment, in such numbers as to force 
the Government to either let them 
resume work or to support them. 
And thousands of merchants all 
over the country have had to 
stand the loss of carrying large 
stocks of unsaleable goods, or to 
sell them at sacrifice prices. 
Where is the compensating gain 
that makes up the hardship thus

ducers and dealers whose only 
offence was that they supplied 
what the public called for? 

It may be suspected, and is cer-

FIFTY MILLIONS 
REVENUE IN YEAR 


Order Abolishing Came as Wel- 
come Surprise to Buyer and 
Seller 


MANY CRITICISMS 


—_—_—_ 


Ottawa, Dec. 20—-(Canadian Press) 
—Telegrams are being rece'ved from 
many parts of Canada thie morning, 
expressing pleasure at the abolition 
of the luxury tax, except on certain 
articles. The order abolshing the 
tax came as a welcome surprise for 
buyers and sellers acike. Several fac- 
tories manufacturing goods which 
came under the luxury tax had closed 
down, and several others were threat- 
en ng to close their doors and throw 
other persons out of employment, 

The government, therefore, took 
advantage of its poweis to remit the 
taxes, rather than wait for the open- 
ing of pariiament. 

Long Continued Criticisms 

Since the taxes came into effect, 
there has searcely been a day on 
which one or more messages of criti- 
cem amd compla.nt had not been re- 
ceived by some member of the cab- 


inet. The luxury tax must still be 
paid on purchases of alcoholic and 
spirqtuous kquors, confectionary, 


playing cards and alcoholic perfumes, 


and the saieg tax remains in effect.
